EWS OF FOLKLORISTS. Helen Creighton, who has dedicated 
many years to the collection of folk ballads and songs in her 
native Nova Scotia, Canada, was awarded an honorary LL. D. at 
Mount Allison. With a grant from the new Canada Council, she has 
gone to Ottawa to work at the National Museum of Canada, to put 
her entire collection of some four thousand ballads and songs, recorded 
mostly on tape, in permanent form. Duplicates will be made, and a 
musicologist will transcribe the tunes. Richard M. Dorson, formerly of 
Michigan State University and already well known for his work in 
folklore, has succeeded Stith Thompson, who retired, as chairman of 
the Folklore program at Indiana University, Bloomington, Indiana, 
U. S. A. Thompson was also professor of English. Dorson is also pro- 
fessor of history. He is planning the quadrennial Folklore institute for 
the summer of 1958. Julia Elena Fortin Ponce, chief of the Depart- 
amento de folklore, Direccién nacional de cultura, Ministerio de educa- 
cién y bellas artes, La Paz, Bolivia, has appointed a Committee of con- 
sultants: Antonio Paredes Candia, Antonio Gonzalez Bravo, Vicente 
Teran, Maks Portugal, and Aida de Aguirre. She is working on a folk- 
lore calendar of Bolivia and several other projects. Carlos Borges 
Schmidt received the first prize in the eleventh “Mario de Andrade” 
national folklore contest in Brasil for “O pao da terra.” Second prize 
went to Alceu Maynard Araujo for “Escorgo do folclore de uma com- 
unidade.” Third prize went to Maria Isaura Pereira de Queriroz for 
“Danca de Sao Goncgalo num povoado baiano.” 
News of organizations. In a circular letter of July 1, 1957, Vicente 
T. Mendoza announced that he was being replaced as president of the 
{1] 
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Sociedad folklérica de México by Fernando Anaya Monroy, and that 
his wife, Virginia Rodriguez Rivera de Mendoza, was being replaced as 
secretary by José Castillo Farreras. The address of the new president 
is Nifios Héroes 196-D, depto. 4, México, D. F. These new officers will 
take charge of the publication of the Anuario. The Instituto indigenista 
nacional de Guatemala has a new address: 17 calle, no. 6-35, zona 1, 
Guatemala City. The 22. annual National folk festival was held June 
26-29, 1957, in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, U. S. A., under the direc- 
tion of the veteran and skilled festival organizer, Sarah Gertrude Knott, 
with its usual type of program of music, song, dance . . . . of various 
cultures found in the U. S. A. 

New periodicals and organizations. In 1957, vol. I, nos 1-2, of 181 
p., of a new periodical, Fabula, a scholarly journal of folktale studies, 
appeared under the able general editorship of Kurt Ranke, published by 
Walter de Gruyter, Genthinerstrasse 13, Berlin, Germany, annual sub- 
scription 36 marks. This first volume, welcomed with fervent wishes 
for success by folklorists over the world, contains 13 articles (6 in 
German and 7 in English), a news item on: Delarue, 4 reports on works 
in progress, 2 requests for information by scholars on subjects of their 
research, and 14 book reviews. Though this fine periodical is dedica- 
ted primarily to the folktale, it also contains some material on other 
types of folk narrative and other types of folklore in their relations 
to the folktale. The provisional government of Argentina decreed the 
creation of a new Instituto nacional de filologia y folklore, whose ad- 
dress is Sanchez de Bustamante 2663, Buenos Aires, as a branch of the 
Academia argentina de letras. It succeeds the former Instituto nacional 
de la tradicién, whose publications it has taken over. It expects to ini- 
tiate new publications. Its director, Luis Alfonso, offers publication 
exchange, and asks former correspondents to confirm their addresses. 
The first National congress of folklore of Colombia was held in Medel- 
lin, in conjunction with the Festival of flowers, April 28 to May 5, 1957, 
sponsored by the Centro de investigaciones folkléricas of Bogota and 
the Direccién de turismo y fomento of Medellin. The opening day was 
filled with music and dance in costumes. A series of papers on various 
aspects of Colombian folklore followed.

He deals with 
general concepts about folklore, its place among sciences, its definition and 
character, the folklore content of medieval and Renascence literature, differ- 
ent theories and methods of those who have studied it since the 19. century, 
its collection and classification, folklore in the 18. cenutry, Romanticism, and 
the modern world, in totalitarian countries, and in education. Let us hope 
there will be an English translation, for no recent and moderate general 
treatise of similar quality is available in English.

ballads of England and Scotland, the funeral plaint of Italian folk poetry, 
and the strambotto and monostrophic form in folk poetry.

Vogt. This type of research, somewhat developed in Europe but rather new 
in America, seeks to discover in what patterned manner humans are spread 
over a territory and what implications these facts about size, composition, and 
arrangement of local groupings have for social behavior. It describes house 
types, their spatial arrangement, their relation to other architectural features, 
village plan, and spatial relations among villages over a large area. Let us 
hope for more work in this field.
